$400ib0 dollars. They, without releasing the story, took these items to LTC 
Mather, US Embassy Bangkok. LTC Mather said that it was not a high priority 
crash site and that US Government policy was to. not pay for information. He, 
further recommended that the two reporters go to the LAO Embassy and ask the 
communists for permission to visit the crash site. "If they were that interest- 
ed." He also recommended that the agent be encouraged to gain more information 
on the crash stte'. 




4. iJ) It is obvipus that the data obtained from this crash site was valuable 
to tne identification of and possible recovery ot US personnel nissing in Laos. 
Further, the name of the one aimans wife, inscribed inside the wedding ring, 
is conclusive as to the identity of the flier, when coupled with the data 
plates etc..
